DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 2 and 1 4-1 6 are allowed. 

2. Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art is Maydan (US Patent No. 5224809) and 
Coomer (US Patent Application No. 20020064450), which teaches a film forming 
apparatus for a plurality of substrates held on an outer circumfrential surface of a 
cylindrical substrate holder, a transferring device comprising an arm that transfers a 
substrate fixing jig to and from an evacuable chamber, and a means for releasably 
securing a substrate to the substrate fixing jig. However, the prior art does not teach a 
bent substrate fixing jig and a gap between the substrate fixing jig and the substrate 
holder when the substrate jig is mounted to the holder. 

3. Claims 2-1 2 and 1 4-1 6 are allowable as being dependent on claim 1 . Clam 1 3 
has been cancelled.
